“Very few. You see there are so many chances 
totake. Itis generally believed that any land in 
Florida will produce oranges, when there is really 
very little land that wiil do for orangesatall. Hun- 
dreds of men are fooled in their land, and don’t 
find it out until it is too late tostartagain. Others 
who get good land find that they have astorm ex- 


posure and in oue night the labor of years is lost. 


Others are fooled in their trees, getting poor seed or | 
' these are 


seedlings. Stillothers go about it wrong, and oth- 
yet break down under the climate or the 
work. Anu then there are those who zet everything 
right and find that their trees die without any ap- 
parentcause. Itis my opinion that over half the 
orange groves set out in the past ten years have 
been abandoned, and there are hundreds of others 
that are now kept alive only by fertilizing exces- 
sively. The trees take the “‘die back,’ and nothing 
ean save them. But where a man exercises due 
caution in locating, and then attends to his busi- 
ness he has better chances of success at orange grow- 
ing than in anything else in the world, and the 
success when it is achieved is full and permanent. 
The more I see of Florida, the more I am eon- 
vinced that the southern part of the state is the 
most prosperousand promising. This very place of 
Rock Ledge, which is simply a hammock of a hali 
mile width and four miles length, could have been 
bought ten years ego for $500 or $1,000. There are 
now several groves either of which could 
bought for $25,000 and the whole hammock could 
not be bought for 500,009. This growth of value 
is due simply to the producing quality 
fo the Jand and not because of artificial reasons. 
Nearly a million oranges will be shipped from Rock 
Ledge this year, and. ver t vo milli@s next yeur, 
with a capacity of over teu millions from the groves 
now planted. Every part of the available land is 
occupied, and none is for sale except at such fancy 
figures as are intended to scare off purchasers.

The 
land has quadruped in value, and it promises to 
ship more pineapples next year than any point in 
the state. By the way, a typographical error oc- 
curred in an estimate of mine on pineapples. It 
should have read that 12,000 to 19,000 plauts could 
be set outonanacre. Itis doubtful, though, if a 
crop Of over half as many apples as thereare plants 
can be counted on each year. They bear every 
month in the year, but June and July give the 
bulk of the crop. In season the “‘pines,’’ as they 
ure called, bring from 6 to t0 cents, but out of sea- 
son they go up to 20 cents or higher.

trees in Florida, and that they produced 46,560,000 
oranges. This isless than 150 oranges to the tree. 
In full bearing trees should average 1,000 oranges 
each. Therefore. the trees of June, 1880, were ca- 
peble of a crop of over two hundred and fifty mil- 
lion oranges. The season of '80 and ’S81 have added, 
it is estimated, 30,000 trees. So that the vastness of 
the orange crop is officially established.

A lillin Equity Filed Against Ita Present Holders. 

WasHINGTON, January L.—Colonel 
Curier, of Asheville, through his counsel, 
of New York, United States Seuator M, 
(, Butler, of South Carolina, Majo: W. H. Malone, 
of Ashville and ex-Senator John Pooland Colone] 
M. L. Wood, of Wasninaton City, iiledin the fed 
eral court at Greensboro, North Carolina, yesterday 
a billin equity against the Western North Carolina 
railroad company, Richmond and Danville = rail- 
road company, North Carolina railroad company, 
Piedmont railroad company, bast Tennessee, Vir- 
vyinia and Georgia railroad company, Henry Clews, 
Hiram Sibley, Ed Matthews, Wibesi, and W. P, 
Clyde (New York.) The bill declares that com- 
plainant bought the Western North Carolina rail- 
road ipeludivg the franchises at the sherill’s sale, 
February 7th, IS76, and ihe Western 
North Carolina railrond, the western § division. 
including- the franchises at. the sheriff sale 
December bth, 1875, and the deeds by sheriffs were 
made and delivered to him, whereupon he de- 
manded possession, Which he wasunable to ob- 
tuin. He then began a suit in the state court 
to recover vossessiou Which is still pending. He 
brings this suit toset aside certain decrees of the 
United States cirenit court in foreclosure, the last 
of whieh was rendered at the COctober term, 1575. 
The bill prays, that decrees relating to foreclosure 
he set aside and snit thereunder, and especial 
ly the final deerce contirming the sale of 
that mortgdge of March ]st, 1870, be ad- 
judged null and void; al-o §©61©mortgage 
for $850,000; that the complainant be put into pos 
session of the Western North Carolina railroad, or 
thatan account be taken showing the liens and 
claims upon, the Westeru North Carolina railroad 
eompany, both «divisions; that the complainant 
have leave to redcem the property by paying all 
just liens and claims prior to his, and that there be 
inechuded in the liens Whatever sum the state has 
expended inconstruction since accepting the title 
uuder the decree of 1875 up to the time of the sale, 
or that said decree be opened, and that the com- 
plainant, the Western division company, its cred- 
itors and stockholders, have leave to intervene.

BOILED TO DEATH. 
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A Frightful Accident toan Olle Factory Girl. 

CLEVELAND, O.,January 28.—The drowning to-day 
of ose Detcheck, a Bohemian girl. in a boiling vat 
in one of the mills of the Cleveland paper company 
is one of the most terrible accidents ever put on 
record.

THE APPLICATION FOR A NEW TRIAL. 

Theapplication for a new trial is based upon the 
grounds of the uncertainty of the verdict ‘‘guilty”’ 
as indicated. The indictment consisting of differ- 
ent, varying and inconsistent counts, and the ver- 
dict don't specify upon which count or counts it 
is founded; the lack of jurisdiction, error in rul- 
ings, in the charge to the jury, in excluding some 
and rejecting other evidence: misbehavior ou the 
part of the jury and new evidence discovered. 
The main reliance is placed upon the affidavit 
of Snyder. The latter says he is a_ resi- 
dient of Jersey City, Was a guest at the 
National hotel in December. During his stay there 
he passed through the corridor and observed the 
door of one of the rooms occupied by a juror oem, 
and on the table within lay a newspaper which he 
secured. It wasa copy of the Evening Critic of 
Dacember 19th, and upon its margin were the 
namesof several of the jurymen written in ink. 
John W. Guiteau, in his affidavit, declares that 
these names are the autographs of the jurors 
named. This newspaper was handed Mr. Scoville 
With a state nentof the circumstances, 

PARTICULARS OF THE BILL, 

Mr. Seeville’s bill of exceptions, to which he re- 
fers only in general terms in his motion fora new 
trial, will be an exceedingly voluminous docu- 
ment, and will not be ready for some time yet. To 
use his own expression, it embraces a record of the 
entire triel,. 

Judge Cox has not yet set a day upon which to 
hear arguments upon the motion, but he will prob- 
ably do so early. next week. 

The main reliance by the defense in this matter 
is the aflidavit of Snyder, and the copy of the Critic 
appended to it, which, it is claimed, was seen and 
read by the jury pending the trial. A careful eom- 
parison’ of the writing upon the mar- 
gin of the newspaper with the signa- 
tures of the jurymen whose names 
appear there, shows a striking resemblance and 
establishes a strong case of circumstantial evidence. 
The district attorney, however, asserts that this 
matter of tampering with the jury, and trregular 
or improperconducton the part of the jury, asset 
forth in the Snyder allidavit, will be dispo:ed of in 
short order by the presecution. Thé fury them- 
selves are quitoindignant, and firmly deny the 
charges of improper conduct on their part, 

Theafiidavit of Guiteau was wken in jail this 
afternoon. 

He expressed at first a lofiy contempt for any ac- 
tion that Scoville, in his blundering way, might be 
taking in hisbehalf. He said he did not expert 
unyihbing from Judge Cox, but looked to the court 
in yeveral term to review and tipset the work of 
this jury. Ie thought Seoville talked too much. 
that his whole fam‘iy talked too much Ags to Seo- 
ville exhausting mis energies by setting upall night 
with a view to availing himself of all his legal rem- 
edies, that was all bosh. Upon being told 
that unless iis own allidavit was signed, 
attested and tiled in court before 
five o'clock, p.m., he would have no case on which 
to get before the court in bane, Guiteau quickly 
Phanged his tone, signed the aitidavit and swore to 
it with great fervor. “I amwell. I slept well last 
hight. Hada shave and a bath this morning,” said 
Guiteau, ‘and 1] expect to be happy and livea good 
many yearsyet. As for committing suicide,” he 
continued, ‘‘l am the last man inthe world to re- 
sort to such a step. 

No reporters have been allowed to see the assassin 
for two days, which is the only thing that seriously 
annoys him, and he intends, so he says, to put 
Scoville peremptorily off the case, unless he is a)- 
lowed wo have his mail and receive visitors. 


QUESTION OF JURISDICTION, 


It is said to-night that after consultation with 
able lawyers, Guiteau’s counsel are thinking of 
raising an issue against the jurisdiction of the 
District of Columbia court and of applying for a 
writ of habeas corpus to bring the assassin before 
the district supreme court. The defense will claim 
that the court in Washington had no right to try 
the prisoner, because the victim died in New Jer- 
Sey. Several leading lawvers of the bar here are of 
the opinion that this would be a formidable move 
on the part of the defense. 

THE PRISONER TO BE KEPT QUIET, 

Scoville and Warden Crocker had a discussion at 
the juil as to the propriety of allowing Guiteau’s 
address to go out. Scoville at first opposed, but 
finally yielded. In this instance he said thet so 
long as the papers will print Guiteau’s speeches he 
fancies he has the ear of the press: that he is su pe- 
rior tohis counsel, and can manage his case en- 
tirely in his own way, while usa matter of fact, he 
is indebted to his own titierances for yesterday's 
verdict. Warden Crocker suggested: “If you will 
notsupply him with any more stationary, I will 
see that he does no more writing.”’ It was finally 
settled between the counsel and the warden that 
forthe next week no one shall be permitted to in- 
terview the prisoner, and that no commuuication 
shall go to the public

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THE TAX CASES. 


A Verdict Rendered for the State for 617,644.90 

The case of the state vs. the Southwestern railroad 
company was ended in the superior Court yester- 
day, with a verdict in favor of the state. 

‘The case is quite an interesting one, and involves 
some knotty points of law. It isa suit for taxes for 
the years 1874 and 1875 upon the portions oi the 
Southwestern road between Americus and Aibany 
Albany and Arlington and Cuthbert an 
Eviaula. The road between these points 
amounts, we believe, to about 93 miles 
and thecompany claims that under the charter of 
the road these portions are exempt from taxation. 
The case was once tried in all the courts from the 
superior court to the United States courts, and 
finally wasended with a verdict in favor of the 
road. There the matter rested until the state de- 
cided to make another effort when the fi fas. were 
revived. The amount involved was $28,000 for each 
vear. Affidavits of illegality were filed by the de- 
fendants who claimed that the case had been 
settled with Attorney-General Ely for $4 000 for all 
the taxes, that amount having really been 
on the taxes forthe two years. The state claimed 
that this settlement was a mistake and thatit hada 
right to gointo the case again. The case oecupied 
three days in Fulton superior court, Judge Clark 
presiding in place of Judge Hillyer, who was dis- 
qualified. The state was represented by Attorney- 
General Anderson and General Robert Toom 
Judge R. F. Lyon and Mr. W. D. Ellis appeared for 
the road. The case was given te the jury abouttwo 
o'clock yesterday and a verdict was mad2 about 
four o'clock.

judgment day had come and told them all to go to 
praying. In about halfan hour it began to fade 
away, and had soon died out leaving them 
in the same misty darkness asbefore. From his de- 
scription, the buildings that he saw must have been | 
the car shed, the Kimball house and the postoftice, 

and als» those that were bunring. He said it 

looked to him like pictures he had seen of New 

York and London, but a great deal larger—‘‘almost | 
as bigasthe whole sky’’—was his expression. It ! 
could have been nothing more nor less than a per- 
fect mirage. The atmosphere, if you remember, 
was very misty, and gave the fire a very singular 
and weird appearance even to those in the city. An 
intelligent gentleman, the day after the fire, who 
lives half a mile south of where the fire was, 
told me the next morning that when he was 


awakened he looked out his window fac- 
ing the opposite direction from the 
fire and the heavens were so peculiarly lighted 
up that he could not tell in which direction the 
light creme from. While mirages have been hither- 
to unknown in this section, itis not unreasonable 
that the unusually misty and foggy weather that 
has prevailea for the last two weeks might produce 
them. Certainly whatold man Dawkins saw was 
nothing more nor less. I only regret that more did 
not see it. I cannot vouch forit but tell it as he 
told it to me, and how | explained what appeared 
agreat mystery tohim, He seemed relieved when 
Lassured him such things were common in other

The Hon. Edmund Burke, who died at_ his resi- 
dence in Newport, N. , Was born in Westmin- 
ster, V*., January 23. 1800. Mr. Burke advocated 
the Jacksonian and Van Buren principles of de- 
mocracy with such zeal and ability as to make him 
conspicuous in political affairs. His services to his 
party were rewarded by his election to congress in 
L239. 

One of the most notable eventsin his life was his 
impromptu reply to Mr. Arnold, of Tennessee, who 
inafurious speech, Gisparaged the intelligence, 
thrift, culture, manners, and morality of the peo- 
ple of New England, and particularly New Hamp- 
shire, as compared with those of his own state. Mr. 
Burke sprang to his feetand made a reply so pow- 
erful that his opponent's ground was rendered un- 
tenable. With statistics he disproved Arnold’s 
statements and administered a scathing rebuke. 
Arnold, smarting under his words, took the floor 
again and inquired “if the gentleman from New 
Hampshire was a relative of the great Ed- 
mund Burke, of Englund, or that more infamous 
character whose name was bestowed uvon his 
crimes?’’ Mr. Burke replied that he would answer 
the gentleman's question according to the custom 
of his constituents, by asking another. Hewould, 
therefore, inquire ‘‘whether the gentleman from 
Tennessee was a descendant of Benedict Arnold, 
who pianned to betray his country, or of some 
other equally infamous character?’’ The retort of 
Mr. Burke called forth from Arnold a torrent of in- 
vective which resulted in his being called to order. 
After much debate a motion was miade that Arnold 
should be allowed to proceed ‘‘in order,’ butit 
was voted down, and he resumed his scat, silenced 
and discomfitted,

A Talk With the Foreman. 

The foreman of the jury, Mr. John P. Hamlin, 
was found by a Washington Post reporter last night 
surrounded by a number of his friends, and glad 
enough that his tiresome duties were at last over 

“T feel,’’ said he, “as though I had just completed 
a laborious job of plowing, and am just as tired as 
though I bad been all thistime performing manual 
labor—in fact, completely worn out, physically and 
mentally,’’ 

“Did vou observe the face of Guiteau when you 
rendered the verdict:”’ 

“No: it was so dark that I couldn’t see his face 
well.”’ 

“When ont, was there any discussion among the 
meinbers of the jury? Ifso, upon what points?” 

“Very little time was spent in discussion. The 
indictments were all read over, and, considering 
the length of time it took to do this, and the fact 
that we were out but forty minutes, you will see 
that we had little time left for discussion.” 

‘‘Was there any hitch atall, or was it generally 
understood between you before going out what 
your verdict would be?” 

“It was tacitly understood, or we should not 
have asked that the court charge us then instead of 
waiting till morning’ 

‘How long do you think it has been since all the 
jurors believed Guiteau sane?’’ 

“Well, that’s hard totell. I think, however, that 
there has been little or no doubt of his insanity 
since the testimony of Dr. Noble Young. He is a 
Washingtonian, and every man on the jury had 
faith in his judgmeut asan expert.’’ ee. 

‘you think then that his testimony was effvctive, 
with the jury?”’ 

“Yes. He gave his testimony in sucha clear, 
sensible manner, devoid of technical terms so often 
employed by other experts, and appeared to know 
just what he was talking about. He seemed to un- 
derstan 1 Guiteau so well. Tan convinced that Dr. 
Young’s testimony did more to convict Guiteau 
than all the other testimony put together.”’ 

The testimony of Dr. Young referred to, as it ap- 
peared in the Post at the time it was given, is as 
follows: 

“The next witness was Dr. Noble Young, of Wash- 
ipgton, physician to the jail. He had given the or- 
diuary affention to the prisoner for some time after 
hisimprisonment. He had had several spells of 
malarial fever and been treated for th em. With 
those exceptiois the prisoner's health was normal. 
Itis puise, temperature and respiration were per- 
feetiy normal. Some time after the president's 
death witness hod a conversation with the prisoner 
in hiscell. He talked with him about the ‘'re- 
moval’ of the president, and asked him vhy he 
did theact? Hesaid he wasinspired todoit. “But,” 
said the witness, ‘‘what was very remarkable was 
that he qualified the inspiration by saying that if 
the president should die he would be con- 
firmed j his belief that it was inspira 
tion. si.c Witness asked him one day why 

‘"'e was commanded to do the deed bythe Al- 
mighty) he should now be willing to lay the presi- 
dent's death on the aoctors, His answer was that 
things must take their natural course. Witness has 
never thought of the prisoner's insanity at first, 
butafter that question was publicly agitated, he 
examined him in regard to it: and for the last 
three weeks before the trial, witness was especially 
observant ofany physical changes that might occur, 
and he saw none.”’ 

The District Attorney—‘‘From your conversation 
with and observation of the prisoner, what is your 
opinion of hissanity or insanity ?’’ 

fhe witness (with a smile of incredulity)—‘‘He 
isa perfectly sane man; as bright and intelligent a 
man as you would seein a Summer day; bright and 
quick and intelligen’. I never saw anything in 
him that savored of insanity.’’ 

“Did you receive any letters of sufficient impor- 
tance to refer to, @ 1@ trial?’ 

“Well, ves. L@ ing. however, until to- 
night ufter we arged, noteven a letter. 
My mail was in J@@ge Cox's hands until this even- 
ing. Among ny letters I found one signed by Jack 
grown, of Georgia, in which he says that if we (the 
jury) do not rendera verdict of guilty, we would 
hear from 700 strengiu Georgia who had sworn that 
not a juror should live. They would kill the last 
man of us if Guiteau escaped the gailows.”’ 

“Were there any more letters of a similar charac- 
ter?’’ 

“No, bat here is one that may be worthy of note,”’ 
said Mr."Hamlin, handing the Post a letter written 
evidently by a lady, and signed, ‘‘Ladies of the 
South Side, Chicago.’’ They denounce Charles H. 
Reea as the “greatest villain that ever put foot in 
Chicago.’ They appeal to the jury to find Guiteau 
guilty for ‘‘you know full well that our dear Saviour 
never inspired any one to do wrong.”’

We published Captain Jackson's letter to the Ma- 
con ‘Telegraph and Messenger, without putting 
with it the editorial commeut that accompanied 
the letter.
